NEW YORK, Oct. 14 (AP)}— 
The New York Times said today 
that a second extensive investi- 
gation of the government's in- 


telligence activitfes is now in 
progress in Washington and 
elsewhere. 

The Times said one of the in- 
vestigations — never announced 
publicly—is headed by Air Force 
Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle 
(retired). Doolittle’s group, the 
story said, is charged with in- 
vestigating the secret operations 
of the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, and was authorized by the 
White House. 

The other investigation, al- 
ready announced, is that of the 
Hoover Commission Task Force 
on Intelligence Activities, head- 
ed by Gen. Mark W. Clark (re- 


tired). This was authorized by 
Congress and appointed in co- 
operation with executive author- 
ity.

MIAMI, Fia., Oct. 14 (AP)— 
Hurricane Hazel, packing 130- 
mile-an-hour winds, whirled to- 
ward the North Carolina coast 


over the North Carolina Capes 
area. 


The Weather Bureau predict- 
ed that the storm, now the most 
violent among the eight Atlan- 
tic hurricanes of this year, 
would strike the coast early to- 
morrow in the Cape Hatteras 
area. , 

At 2 p.m. the Weather Bureau 
said in a special bulletin: 

“Winds are expected to reach 
hurricane force on the North 
Carolina Capes late tonight. All 
precattions should be taken im- 
mediately against . dangerous 
winds and abnormally high 
tides.” The storm was about 279 
miles off the east central coast 
of Florida at 2. p.m. and was 
moving north-northwest at in- 
creasing speed. 

Rising winds and frequent 
squalls were predicted late to- 
day and tonight along the coast 
from central Florida to the Vir- 
ginia Capes. 

Storm Forecaster Walter R. 
Davis said the storm center, 
around which the 
winds blew, might pass to either 
side of Hatteras. He believed it

Even if the center passed east 
of the cape, coastal areas were 
due for a rough night. Hurri- 
cane winds spread outward 80 
miles from the center in the 
storm’s northern semi-circle. 
“Our best estimate is that the 
center will reach the North 
Carolina capes area sometime 
between 3 and 7 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, or perhaps a lit- 
tle later if its accel- 
eration is delayed,” Forecaster 
Leonard Pardue said.

NDIA, RED CHINA 


New Delhi Gives Neigh.

NEW DELHI, Oct. 14 (Ap) 
—India and Communist China 
signed a trade agreement today 
providing, among other things, 
for use of Indian port and trans. 
port facilities in the movement 
of goods from China into Tibet. 

The preamble said the trade 
agreement, first betweén the 
two countries, aimed at strength. 
ening the existing friendship and 
developing trade on the “prin. 
ciple of equality and mutual 
benefit.” The pact is valid for 
two years and subject to renewal 
by negotiation.

BOONE FREEWAY 
EYPEGTED TO G0 
FORWARD SOON 


Plans to Be Held Ready 
for Time When City 
and County Put Up 
Funds. 


The decision of the Missouri 
Highway Commission to adhere, 
despite protests, to its original 
route for the eastward extension 
of the Daniel Boone Expressway 


removes the last obstacle to com- 
pletion of plans for a six-lane 
freeway at an early date, it was 
announced yesterday. 

Myer Ableman, urban area 
engineer for the highway de- 
partment, said the plans would 
be held in readiness for the 
time when the city and St. Louis 
county are ready to put up their 
one-half share of the costs of 
right of way acquisition. 

“If a date is officially set for 
a bond issue election to provide 
these funds, we will send in ap- 
praisers at once,” he explained. 
“Upon passage of the bond issue, 
we will then be in a position to 
start buying up the needed prop- 
erty without delay. 

Ableman pointed out the de- 
partment has engaged the engi- 
neering firm of Sverdrup & 
Parcel, Inc., to proceed with a 
survey of the route which will 
serve as the basis for detailed 
plans. The same firm will pre- 
pare the plans under the super- 
vision of the highway depart- 
ment’s engineering staff. 

Opponents of the route, prin- 
cipally residents of Richmond 
Heights, Maplewood and the Hi- 
Pointe district of St. Louis, said 
they would actively oppose any 
bond issue proposal to provice 
funds for acquiring the right 
of way. 

Mayor Lee M. Duggan of Rich- 
mond Heights said the city coun- 
cil had instructed the city at- 
torney, Louis A. Robertson, to 
file a suit, if necessary, to block 
construction of the highway 
through that city.

To clear the decks for a 
projected bond issue to finance 
expressways and other public 
works, the city should sell $10,- 
978,000 worth of bonds which 
have been authorized by the vot- 
ers but not issued, the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment 
recommended yesterday. 

Most of these ponds could be 
retired by 1960 without any in-

bridges and viaducts, $1,528,000;

In addition, bonds in the 
amount of $1,500,000 to cover 
the city’s share of the plaza re- 
development project were voted 
in 1953 but are unissued. 

Comptroller Carpenter recom- 
mended that the Board of Alder- 
men be asked to pass ordinances 
canceling authority to issue 
$5,125,000 worth of previously 
authorized bonds. These bonds 
are no longer needed, he said, 
but until their authorization is 
canceled they legally constitute 
part of the city’s bonded debt. 

Projects No Longer Needed.

Dr. Graham Praises Health 
Group’s Stand on Cigarettes 


The recent action of the Pub- 
lie Health Cancer Association in 
voting to advise the public to 
stop smoking cigarettes in order 
to reduce the incidence of lung 
cancer was hailed by Dr. Evarts 
A. Graham yesterday as a “‘mo- 
mentous event.” 

Dr. Graham, professor emer- 
itus of surgery at Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
was principal speaker at dedica- 
tion ceremonies of the new 
$723,480 Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital which has be- 
come an integral part of the 
Washington University - Barnes 
Hospital Medical Center. 


cigarette smoking “unquestion- 
ably is a cause of some lung 
cancer,” Dr. Graham expressed 
belief the action of the Public 
Health Cancer Association was 
the first instance of such an or- 
ganization “acting to warn peo- 
ple not to do something because 
of possible harm.” 

“Tt augurs well for the fu- 
ture,” he said. “I am sure that 
some day cancer will be con- 
quered.” 

A resolution adopted by the 

cancer tion, meeting in 
Buffalo, N.Y., earlier this week, 
stated there now is sufficient 
evidence of a relationship be- 
tween smoking cigarettes and 
lung cancer. It urged American 
youth to “ponder well the ques- 
tion of whether the risk Involved 
(in cigarette smoking) is worth 
the pleasure gained.” 
Dr. Graham, whose experi- 
ments have linked cigarette 
smoking to lung cancer, pointed 
out in his address that the num- 
ber of deaths from all types of 
cancer, except lung cancer, re- 
mained about the same from 
1930 to 1950. However, deaths 
from lung cancer in men ex- 
ceeded all other types of cancer 
deaths in 1950, he said.

No Security in Numbers 


The new version of the Administration's “num- 
bers game” on security separations is no more 
convincing than the first, which had Its trial run 
last winter and spring. 

This latest Civil Service Commission report 
on the security program in federal employment 
covers the period ending last June 30, but is 
published just three weeks before election. Thus 
it is transparently political in intent. Like the 
first version, it does not tell the whole story 
about security risks and other undesirables in 
government. It does not provide an accurate 
basis for comparison with the past. And it does 
not prove what it is evidently meant to prove. 

Is the Eisenhower Administration more alert 
and effective than its predecessor in ferreting 
out security risks from the federal service? 
The answer to that question could well be “Yes.” 
Certainly the Eisenhower Administration, with 
the experience of its predeces#or to guide it, 
ought to be more effective in this field, and 
perhaps history will find that it has been. 

But the “numbers game” does not prove this 
to be so. The “numbers game” proves .very little 
at all, except the willingness of politicians like 
Vice President Nixon to quote misleading fig- 

ures for campaign purposes. 

What does it mean to be told that between 
May 28, 1953, and June 30, 1954, the files of 
1743 federal employes who resigned or were 
fired contained information indicating “in vari- 
ous degrees subversive activities, subversive as- 
sociations, or membership in subversive organi- 
zations?” That is how the fine print of the Civil 
Service Commission report reads. In those terms 
the figures mean little, since they do not tell us 
how many actual subversives were actually 
found in Government. 

Nor are the total figures much more {lluminat- 
ing. We are told that 6926 persons have quit 
or been fired under the security program, but 
“security” now includes offenses like drunken- 
ness which used to be differently classified. The 
figures mean little unless we know the number 
of separations for each specific cause, in com- 
parison with previous periods. 

Democrats on the Senate Civil Service Com- 
mittee have declared that the Truman Admin- 
istration in its last year—1952—separated a 
grand total of 25,494 employes for cause, in- 
cluding security cases, whereas the Eisenhower 
Administration in its first year separated 20,299 
for cause. But without a breakdown of the 
causes, these total figures mean as little as these 
now reported by the Civil Service Commission. 

The “numbers game,” in short, is a classic 
case of the use of statistics to confuse and mis- 
lead rather than to enlighten and inform. The 
use of statistics for such a purpose is by no 
means new, but it is most regrettable that the 
profoundly serious problem of combating sub- 
version in the public service has been converted 
into a political football.

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A Rebuke From Alaska 


Alaska’s complete reversal from an over- 
whelming Republican majority in its Terri- 
torial Legislatute to an overwhelming Demo- 
cratic majority in two years is a bale of straws 
in the wind. Most of all it is a rebuke to Re- 
publican neglect. Statehood for Hawaii has 
been advocated by the Republican party and 
the Eisenhower Administration, but both have 
procrastinated about statehood for Alaska. 

This procrastination was one of the major 
issues in the campaign just ended. Alaska’s 
voters showed unmistakably what they thought 
of it. Doubtless the vote also reflected some 
resentment at Secretary of the Interior McKay’s 
impolitic remark in Alaska last summer that it 
was time for the people of the territory to 
“start acting like ladies and gentlemen.” 

One of these days the Territory of Alaska 
will come into the American Union as a State. 
If the Republican party is interested in seeing 
two Republican rather than two Democratic 
members added to the Senate when that hap- 
pens, it had better start taking some interest in 
statehood for Alaska. It has already lost one 
golden opportunity by default.

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Exploring Vishinsky’s Mind 

Canada’s proposal for a resumption of pri- 
vate big-power talks on disarmament after the 
U.N. debate offers the best hope for discover- 
ing how far the Soviet Union's position has 
really changed. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Vishinsky made an 
important concession in offering to lump con- 
ventional and atomic disarmament in one treaty, 
the latter to follow a start on the former. But 
it is not clear whether he is ready to accept 
foolproof international inspection at the various 
stages of disarmament. 

While the Wéstern powers are pursuing the 
inquiry as to how far the Russians may be will- 
ing to go on inspection, they need to clarify 
their own thinking on how far inspection ought 
to go. Ever since the original Acheson-Lilienthal 
plan for atomic control was broached, it has 
been widely assumed that any international con- 
trol agency would have to have power to 
“enforce” the disarmament treaty or “punish” 
violations, without veto by any individual nation. 

One reason why this position needs to be 
re-examined is the likelihood that the United 
States Senate would be extremely cool to the 
abdication of sovereignty which would be in- 
volved. Turn over basic control of our atomic 
installations to an international agency? We can 
hear the senatorial thunder now. 

Even though the control agency did not have 
power to “enforce” or “punish”—that is, the 
power, in effect, to wage war—it might still 
operate an inspection system which could give 
clear warning of violatiofis of the disarmament 
treaty. What needs to be thought out is whether 
such an inspection system would not do about 
all that could be done to “enforce’’ the treaty 
by international action. 

On balance, it seems to us unlikely that a 
workable disarmament treaty could be achieved 
until other issues between East and West have 
been settled and an atmosphere of confidence 
established. Yet the West cannot afford to pass 


up any real chance of making progress toward - 


disarmament. Our diplomats are duty bound 
to find out, through negotiation and debate, 
if a chance exists in the Vishinsky proposals.

A Route Reaffirmed 


The Missouri Highway Commission has 
formally reaffirmed its choice of a route for 
extension of the Daniel Boone expressway. Be- 
fore the Richmond Heights and Maplewood 
objectors to this route make good their threat 
to tie up the project in court, we hope they 
will consider the nature of the state agency 
which has ruled against them. 

By and large, Missouri has been lucky in its 
highway commission, By and large, the com- 
mission has based its decisions primarily on 
engineering principles, has resisted local politi- 
cal pressures, has appointed and backed up a 
competent professional staff which, by consti- 
tutional requirement, must be chosen without 
reference to political affiliations, The result 
has been an efficient road system at low cost. 

As it happens, no member of the bipartisan 
commission presently comes from St. Louis, 
hence no member has any interest in any par- 
ticular route for the Daniel Boone expressway, 
The chairman is Harris D. Rodgers of Benton, 
a cottoh planter and real estate man who has 
headed the commission since 1949. Other mem- 
bers are J. G. Morgan, Unionville newspaper 
publisher; A. D. Sappington, Columbia lawyer 
and counsel for the Missouri Farmers’ Associa- 
tion; M. C. Matthes, Hillsboro lawyer, and Dr. 
Edward L. Clark of Rolla, state geologist. The 
chief engineer is the able Rex M. Whitton. 

These are the men who have decided that the 
St. Louis metropolitan area will receive the 
greatest traffic relief in the shortest time at 
the least cost if the Daniel Boone expressway is 
built through Richmond Heights to a connection 
with the Red Feather expressway in Forest Park. 

These officials are not infallible. We have 
disagreed with them on occasion in the past, and 
doubtless will disagree with them in the future. 
But surely there is every reason to believe, in 
the absence of evidence to the contrary, that 
this commission’s decision on the Boone express- 
way is as disinterested, impartial, nonpolitical, 
and grounded solely on engineering considera- 
tions as any such decision could be, 

Most objectors to the proposed route frankly 
express local or private interests. The highway 
commission speaks for the general public in- 
terest, as seen from a detached point of view. 
The route it recommends is far from perfect. 
But can the St. Louis metropolitan area, need- 
ing major traffic relief so desperately, afford to 
turn down the Daniel Boone expressway? 
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Bird Dog Apology 

Secretary of Defense Wilson was well-advised 
to apologize publicly for what he frankly termed 
his “unfortunate mistake” in bringing up those 
dogs at the same time I was talking about 
people.” Mr. Wilson had created completely 
unwittingly a serious political situation for his 
party—particularty for Republican nominees for 
the Senate and in the House in areas that have 
been hit by unemployment.

The best bird dogs are kennel dogs and 
if he had known that he could have saved him- 
self and his party a whale of a lot of embarrass- 
ment. 
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1300 New Jobs 


It was certainly good to hear that the Weldon 
Spring site in St. Charles county has been 
selected for a $33,000,000 uranium processing 
plant. The facility will be operated by Mal- 
linckrodt Chemical Works and will employ 
about 1300 persons. That is a welcome number 
of new jobs. Moreover, it is estimated that 
an average of 1000 workmen will be employed 
for the next three years on construction there 
and in expanding Mallinckrodt’s Destrehan 
street plant here. In a metropolitan area like 
this where, as of last July, some 63,000 persons 
were reported unemployed, the creation of so 
many new jobs is something to cheer about. 
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Modifying a Phone Plan 

The City of St. Louis has made an impressive 
case for modification of Southwestern Bell’s 
controversial metropolitan service plan. 

The big change the city wants is consolidation 
of the three new city zones—north, central and 
south—into a single city-wide zone. 

Under the present plan, telephone subscribers 
in the Central St. Louis zone can call subscribers 
in all first-tier zones in St. Louis county toll 
free. For the subscriber living in the Central 
St. Louis zone, therefore, the company’s metro 
politan plan is truly metropolitan. 

But subscribers in the North and South St 
Louis zones are not permitted this scope. They 
can make toll-free calls only to those first-tier 
county zones that are adjacent to them. Obvious- 
ly this is a decided disadvantage. The city calls 
it “arbitrary and unjustly discriminatory” in 
favor of those St. Louisans who happen to live 
in the company’s Central St. Louis area.

Because Louisville, under former 
Maycr Charles Farnsley, was one of the 
pioneers in development of the munici- 
pal occupational tax, we always feel a 
little smug when we hear of another 
city adopting a similar tax. We doubt 
that any tax is actually popular, in the 
truest sense-of the ward, but because it 
yielded a solid revenue and permitted 
the city to do jobs that critically need- 
ed doing, the occupational tax received 
popular support here from the day it 
was adopted, and has since become an 
accepted and approved part of munici- 
pal policy. 

Our experience was not lost on other 
cities that were facing the old municipal 
problem of finding revenue in a world 
where nearly all tax sources are already 
tapped by the state or federal govern- 
ments. Dozens of cities followed suit 
This year Maumee, 
O., and Pittsburgh have adpoted 1 per 
cent payroll and income taxes applying 
to both residents and non-residents. 
And now the citizens of St. Louis, fol- 
lowing an extensive educational cam- 
paign waged by both of the city’s news- 
papers and most local political leaders, 
have voted overwhelmingly to write in- 
to the city charter an occupational tax 
very similar to Louisville’s. 

We congratulate the people of St. 
Louis. No tax, of course, is completely 
effective, completely pleasant or even 
altogether fair to everyone concerned. 
But the occupational tax is as painless, 
— and fair as any we can think 
of. 


Progress in Negro Homes and Home-Buying 


From the St. Louis American 


There is one area of progress made 
here in St. Louis in the last seven: years 
that is not advertised. This is in the 
field of home buying and residential 
accommodations for Negroes. 

The once iron-band restrictions that 
kept the Negro population hemed in a 
gerrymandered ghetto between Kings- 
highway and the river, St. Louis avenue 
and the railroad tracks down old Mill 
Creek, were dropped a few years back, 
partly because of the Supreme Court 
decision in the Shelly v. Kraemer case, 
and largely through the utter dilapida- 
tion of a large portion of the old run- 
down sections where Negroes had been 
forced to live. 


The expansion spread in two direc- 
tions—west beyond Union boulevard, 
north across Natural Bridge. Better 
housing was had, with more modern 
conveniences. 

But many of these houses are too big 
and too cumbersome for the req 
ments of the times. They were the sub- 
stantial, extra-roomed bricks that were 
built around the plush World’s Fair year 
(1904) and now must accommodate not 
a single family, but two or three fam- 
ilies—or several roomers. 

Thus in reality we have the beginning 
of a new ghetto in St. Louis. While the 
expansion is wide in area and there are 
many modern flats and good homes, the 
preponderance of the d are sub- 


stantial monsters of the gaudy era of 
50 years ago. 

But there has come about one impor- 
tant and encouraging phase in this prop- 
erty = ge th The old “hog-tie” meth- 
ods selling to Negroes has been 
considerably - lessened. 

The use of the deceptive “second 
deed of trust” has waned. Longer-term 
payments under the regulated FHA and 
—_ home-loan plans have been avail- 
able. 


The once-sure overcharge of $2000 or 
$3000 attached to all homes sold Ne- 
groes, has been reduced to a much 
smaller amount. 

And most significant, the Negro home 
buyer in 1954.is not the green, unso- 
phisticated buyer he was in 1940. He 
doesn’t accept the first proposition put, 
and he has learned by bitter experience 
the dangers of the accommodating “sec- 
ond deed of trust.” Millions of dolla:s 
have been lost here through sheer ignor- 
ance of the potency of the “small” sec- 
ond deeds of trust. 

While the over-all picture is much 
brighter than, it was 10 years -7o° for 
the colored home buyers, it still is far 
behind the norm for other citizens. With

He said his continuation com- 
mittee believes “a large num- 
ber” of the denomination’s pres- 
ent churches will refuse to en- 
ter the union.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP), 
—Senate investigators said today 
they plan to follow up leads on 
reported Communist activity in 
eastern Pennsylvania provided 
them by a former undercover 
agent for the FBI. 

The names of some 230 per- 
sons he described as former or 
present Communists were reeled 
off yesterday by Herman E. 
Thomas of Allentown, Pa., who 
described himself as a Commu- 
nist from 1937 to 1939 and for 
10 years after 1944 as a secret 
FBI agent within the Communist 
party. 

Thomas, who said he had been 
threatened with violence shortly 
before he testified, appeared at 
a public hearing before the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee. 

Committee staff investigators 
said a quick check indicated 
that between 75 and 100 of the 
230 persons Thomas named were 


never before publicly identified 
as Reds. 

A committee souree said some 
may be brought to Washington 
under subpena for questioning.

A Shotgun Remedy 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


HE old cliche that “there are no delinquent children, 
T only delinquent parents,” doesn’t hold water with mod- 

ern sociological thinking. The problem is far more 
eomplicated than that. 

But Miss G., who identifies herself as the principal of 
a public school, thinks the only cure for juvenile delin- 
quency is to jail the parents—a sort of shotgun remedy for 
a complicated and deep-seated disease. 

“You have had several columns on juvenile delin- 


quency, but like others, you don’t seem to be willing to | 


face the facts,” she admonishes me. “It’s up to the par- 
ents to control these little hodilums. If fathers and 
mothers knew that their failure to do so would land them 
behind the bars, they'd really go to work. 

“The schools, having these kids for six hours a day 
during a couple of hundred days in the year, can’t possibly 
undo all the damage that the parents do the rest of tue 
time. A 15- or 16-year-old girl shoplifter or boy vandal is 
the product of his own home, If a few hundred of the par- 
ents were lodged in prison for a month or two, the rest of 
them would go to work and make their children behave. 
But, of course, it’s much easier for the parents to loaf and 
shirk their jobs and blame somebody else.” 

ee ee 

THAT’S A FACT, Miss G. And there are plenty of 
other people to blame. There are weak and irresponsible 
parents, but there are also bad teachers, bad movies and 
TV programs, bad “comic” books, and bad neighborhood 
influences of all sorts which the individual parents can’t 
always control. Then there are millions of children in the 
United States who come from broken honfes. Sometimes 
the breakage couldn’t be helped. But putting the remain- 
ing parent in jail wouldn’t be the whole answer. 

Let’s look at this great problem without any hysteria. 
Of course, parents ought to maintain discipline in their 
own homes. Unfortunately, the schools (your school and 
others, Miss G.) rarely make any attempt to prepare young 
people to be successful parents. Nobody shows Dad and 
Mom how to enforce discipline. 

x « x 

SENDING THE PARENTS TO JAIL would often be 
{mpossible—unless the community wants to support the 
children elsewhere. It would often do harm, not good, to 
the parents. In fact, no one knows whether it would do 
good in any case. 

The remedy for juvenile delinquency is a good deal 
more difficult and complicated than you suppose, Miss G., 
but it. certainly does begin with the establishment of happy 
homes and the acceptance of responsibility by parents as 
well as children. 

From childhood to old age, most people need to accept 
more responsibility for their own acts. Let's begin by 
giving them, before they marry, some adequate training to 
be competent husbands and wives, mothers and fathers. 
Then we won't have to send them to jail.

Mrs. Marion Williams Married, Became Mother, Grandmother Since Joining St. Louis Orchestra

T came as something of a shock 
| ‘0 Mrs. Marion Williams re- 

cently when she overheard a 
member of her family tell a 
friend proudly that “Marion has 
been with the St, Louis Philhar- 
monic almost since it started.” 

Even though she’s a veteran in 
the ranks of the first violin sec- 
tion, Mrs. Williams isn’t about to 
claim membership in an organi- 
zation that had its start before 
the Civil War. She didn’t join 
up until 31 years ago. 

Since then she has married, 
has become the mother of three, 
the grandmother of six, but she 
still maintains such a fervent 
loyalty to the Philharmonic that 
she will even leave a family 
birthday dinner to get to re- 
hearsal, Only the births of her 
three children have forced her to 
miss concerts—one each time— 
and only the obstinance of a 
traffic policeman who caught her 
speeding down Lindell boulevard 
made her late for a performance, 
She was also slightly undone the 
rainy night her automobile bump- 
er gently lifted two motorcyclists 
into the air and on to a nearby 
lawn, but when they jumped up 
unhurt and sped away, she pro- 
ceeded to rehearsal in time for 
the downbeat. 

But the youthful-looking grand- 
mother, who gives full credit to 
an understanding family, is ac- 
customed to making sacrifices 
for her music.

Best way of all to detect un- 
attractive vocal mannerisms is to 
hear a play-back of your record- 
ed conversation.

Louis theater orchestras but is 
no longer a professional musi- 
cian. Mrs, Williams’s daughter, 
Mrs. Jeanne Kohl, her elder son, 
James, and her stepson, Bill, all 
love good music but none has 
gone in for it professionally. 
However, Dick, the youngest 
son, is an accomplished pianist, 
and Bill, grown and married, has 
started to study piano. Their 
father—who, incidentally has the 
same first name as his wife — 
isn’t- a musician but loves to 
listen to the Philharmonic and 
Mrs. Williams figures he has 
done much for the cause by 
washing the dinner dishes and 
baby-sitting on rehearsal nights. 


The six grandchildren are as 
yet too young to develop any 
tendencies toward the concert 
stage, but if their grandmother 
has a word to say about it, 
they'll be started in that direc- 
tion anyway. 

Mrs. Williams is a pianist as 
well as violinist, and it has long 
been the custom for the parents 
and children to gather around 
the piano and sing. Later, small 
groups would get together in 
the Williams living room for in- 
formal programs of chamber 
music. 


Mr. and Mrs. Williams and 
Dick plan to move soon to 
Brentwood and in preparation 
for the move the piano has been 
sold. There will be another in 
the new house, but right now 
there’s a strange emptiness in 
the family home at 5221 Maple 
avenue. 

“It’s a terrible thing for this 
household not to have a piano,” 
said Mrs. Williams.

West, convinced from South's 
strong bidding, quite aside from 
his opening spade bid, that the 
spade king would be a sure de- 
fensive trick, had no hesitation 
in doubling six spades. It was 
surprising, to say the least, that 
South elected to run out of this 
contract to six no-trump—but 
one thing is sure, and that is 
that it was an inspired move! 
At the spade contract, nothing 
could have saved South from a 
heart and a trump loser. 


Defending against the actual 
six no-trump, West was so sure 
about his spade king that he laid 
down the ace of hearts as his 
opening lead. (A rather incon- 
sistent line of reasoning!) Then, 
trying to hide his dismay when 
the spade ace turned up in dum- 
my, West led the heart jack. 


South’s bidding may have been 
shaky but there was nothing 
wrong with his play! Winning 
the second heart, he had the 
presence of mind to lead the 
spade queen through West be- 
fore running off the long dia- 
mond suit. West covered, and 
now declarer cashed all the dia- 
monds, discarding four spades 
from his own hand. He then 
led to the ace of clubs and laid 
down the high heart, discarding 
dummy’s last spade. 


This sequence of plays was 
too much for poor East. He had 
started out with a very impres- 
sive club stopper, but now, with 
all hands coming down to two 
cards, East had the choice of 
giving up his club stopper or the 
jack of spades. He logically 
chose the latter course—West 
might have the spade ten—but 
South could then claim the ful- 
filling tricks with the ten of 
spades and the king of clubs.
